John is listed as living in Mosheim, Bosque, Texas in January 1938 when his brother 
William Wade Shows died. 


The family story says that John found out that his wife had ran off with a traveling 
salesman. John went to where their train stopped and shot both of them when they got 
off the train. He went to prison. While in prison, he volunteered to be injected with 
Malaria. He survived the Malaria and was given a pardon on the condition that he move 
atleast two States away. John then moved to Texas. 


When the Panama Canal was being built, Malaria tests were done on prisoners to try 
to find a cure. The Panama Canal was built 1904-1914. They Malaria was almost 
wiped out by Christmas of 1905. 


We believe that John must have killed his first wife, Dora McKoy and the salesman 
in Mississippi, in the early 1900's. He was living in Simpson County, MS. in June 
of 1900 when the Census was taken. I have not found him in the 1910 Census for 
either Mississippi or Texas. Perhaps he was still in prison. He was found in 
the 1920 Census living in Coryell County, Texas with a new family. His son is 

2% in 1920 so that means that John mst have been in Texas by 1917. 


John was not listed as a survivor when his sister Carrie (Shows) Graves died in 
November of 1960. 


John might have became a Baptist Minister in Texas.

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years his widow, Mary Shows and their descendants probably 
used the old mill for the purpose of grinding meal for the 
family. From my own personal observation, as explained 
above, I will as best I can describe the old John Shows water 
mill located at the site of the old John Shows residence in 
Jones County, Mississippi (in the W-'2 of NW-% of Section 
13, Twp. 6N., Ri2 West), as follows: . 

This water mill was housed in a two story building, not - 
really a second story, but rather a second deck. In or near the 
water (in stream) there was a wheel about 4 or 5 feet in 
diameter located in a horizontal position consisting of a row « 
of paddles so that when the gate was opened the water would 
rush in and the force of the water was what turned the wheel. 
The wheel was fastened on a shaft which extended upward in-. 
to the upper deck of the building. There was square hole‘in 
the middle or center of the lower mill rock through which, the, 
shaft fitted so that when the paddle wheel (driven by force of 
the water in the creek below) turned it in turn turned the 
lower mill rock located in the upper deck. The square shaft 
mentioned above was also made of wood. The upper mill 
rock was also in a stationary horizontal position in the upper 
story or deck (where the meal was ground) and rested against 
the lower mill rock which contact caused the turning lower 
mill rock to grind the grains of corn which had been fed into 
the mill hopper for this purpose. The resulting product from 
the process was ordinary meal used in the making of corn- 
bread. As indicated above both of the mill rocks were located 
in the upper story or deck of the water mill building while the 
wooden water wheel was situated in the water (or stream) 
below. There was a roof over the above mentioned building 
which protected the water mill. Both of the mill rocks or 


stones were about 4 or 5 feet in diameter in this respect 


similar to the water wheel below in the stream. Of course, 
when the grinding of the meal was finished the water gate was 
lowered thus stopping the grinding process. 

There was a period of some 55 or 56 years between the date 
on which John Shows died and the beginning of the time of 
my said period of visitation to this old water mill. This old 
water mill could have been rebuilt during this period for all I 
know now. The old water mill which I visited was not an 
overshot water mill with the usual flume elevated in the 
stream above the old water mill. 


first. 
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D. D. Long, a cousin of mine and also a descendant of the 
above mentioned John Shows who has lived in this general 
area all of his entire life has told me that he visited this same 
old water mill of John Shows frequently between about the 
year 1910 and the year 1925 and that it was not being 
operated during this period, so it must have been discon- 
tinued as an operating water mill some where about the year 
1909 and 1910. D. D. Long further stated that he had spent 
many hours with other children playing in this old water mill 
house while he was a young boy many years ago. The said 

‘D. D. Long is about 17 years younger than J] am now.”’ 

In regard to the statement above by Dr. Thomas Beech about 
the old overshot water mill built by John Shows not being an over 
shot water mill in fact, Martin Luther Shows states that it was an 
overshot water mill. If Martin Luther Shows was still living today 
he no doubt could explain this matter. John Shows died about 
1842, or eight (8) years before Martin Luther Shows was born in 
1850. At any rate this happened so long ago now until there is no 
one living at the present time able to explain the matter. Someone 
in this long period of time might have built a different type of 
water mill on this same site for all anybody knows now. This Dr. 
‘Thomas R. Beech was a physician who practiced medicine in 
Ellisville and Laurel for about 60 years. 

All descendants of John Shows and wife, Mary Nancy, are in-. 
debted to Martin Luther Shows, the youngest son of James Shows, 
and grandson of John Shows and wife, Mary Nancy, for leaving a 
brief history of John Shows, who emigrated to America from the 
Mosel River Valley in Germany in the seventeen hundreds and 
fought in the American Revolutionary War. A partial copy of this 
brief history by Martin Luther Shows, reads as follows: 


» “THE GENEALOGY OF THE JOHN SHOWS FAMILY”? 
John Shows, my great grandfather was born in Germany about 
1760. He moved to the state of Georgia in his early manhood, set-

John Shows acquired the W4. of W% of Section 13, Township

John Shows, Jr., James Shows and Daniel Shows also procured 
land in this same area. It was not long before John Shows and his 
sons had acquired over 1000 acres. 


Adam Shows, the eldest son of John Shows and wife, Mary - 


Nancy, procured a United States Government patent covering the 
W'% of NE\%, Section 14, Towhship 6 North, Range 12 West, 


‘dated May 3, 1818, which 80 acres adjoined the last described land 


owned by his father, John Shows. This land of John Shows to the 


west adjoined the Tallahala Creek. There is located on the lower 
“edge of the last mentioned 80 acres acquired by Adam Shows a 


large water fall on what is known as the Woodard Mill Creek. Just 
below this water fall there is a large reservoir of water with solid 
rock boulders lying about in the reservoir. The mill creek flows 
over a rock about 8 or 10 feet high and then into the large reservoir 
below. The reservoir is wide and would measure almost 70 feet 
wide across in diameter. This old water fall is truly one of the 
wonders of nature. There is a diving board nearby this water. fall 
where young people in the community have in past years gone 
swimming in this large reservoir every summer. A couple of pic-

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TOPIC 4 
EARLY LIFE IN MISSISSIPPI 
WITH COVINGTON AND JONES COUNTIES ESTABLISHED 

Covington County had been established in the year 1819 out of 
lands of Lawrence County and Wayne County, Mississippi. Adam 
Shows was a young man then and had just passed his 30th birthday 
with a young wife named Polly Pearce and four (4) children and 
had served in an official capacity in the organization of Covington 
-and Jones County. Of course, in 1826 he had already accomplished 
a great deal in the new frontier. At the time of organization of 
Jones County by an act of the Mississippi Legislature on January 
2A, 1826, there was no large community anywhere in the territory. 
The town which came to be called old Ellisville was established in 
1817 and is one of the oldest towns in the state. Mrs. L.W. Ruffin, 
a life time resident of the county stated in 1928, to-wit: 

“Ellisville was founded in 1817, Jones County being 
formed and admitted in 1826 with Ellisville as its County 

Seat. The Courthouse was located about a mile east of the 

present Courthouse near a ford which crossed Tallahala 

Creek. Two (2) or three (3) stores, the Courthouse, jail and a 

few residences constituted the Ellisville of that day’’. 

The Courthouse at Ellisville was destroyed by fire in "1881, 
“however all of the records were preserved except tax records and 
the early will and other probate records. 

There were no courthouse and records at Laurel until after the 
‘year 1906. Since we made copies of some of these very early tax 
_records to accompany the application to have the name of John 
Shows placed on the approved list of the Daughters of. the 
‘American Revolution organization. It might be of interest to set 
forth a few observations from these very early Jones County tax 
records. These early tax records in Covington County, show that 
the lands here owned by John Shows and his sons were assessed 
for taxes every year beginning with the year ‘1819 through the year 
1825. The assessment of John Shows every one of these years 


showed him owning several slaves, although neither Covington or” 


Jones County had many slaves like many other’ ‘Counties in these 
early years. Certain of his sons are. ‘shown as slave owners during 
this early period. The name Shows during the years 1821 and 1824 
,.is shown on the tax record to have been spelled Shous. The name 
- Shows for the year 1822 appears on the record to have been spelled 


Shows Family 


; ; 65 
Showes. For the years 1824 and 1825, John Shows appears to‘have 


“been assessed with 560 acres of land in Covington County. 


After the year 1826, the lands of the Shows appear assessed in 
Jones County, Mississippi, ;which was quite proper since this area 
of Covington County became a part of the new County of Jones 
on January 24, 1826. Beginning about the year 1819 the land of 
John Shows himself appears to have been assessed each and every 
year in the name of John Shows, Sr. During the years 1826, 1827, 
and 1828 John Shows is shown to have been assessed with 340 
acres of land in Jones County, Mississippi. Other years between 


1819 and 1841 John Shows is usually shown to have been assessed 


with about 316, 317, 318 acres of land every year as a rule. From 
about the year 1819 through 1841 John Shows himself is shown to 
have been assessed with 4 to 10 slaves each and every year. It is 
probable that John Shows died during the early part of the year 


* 1842, which accounts for his assessments to have terminated with 


the year 1841 as the tax records appear.

TOPIC 5 
. EARLY RELIGIOUS LIFE 
EARLY CEMETERY 1818 THROUGH 1859 
a WHEN IT BECAME SHOLAR 
It is thought that the John Shows family including his families 


would have built an early log house church just like the one over in 
Twiggs County, Georgia where they had moved from in 1818. Of 
‘course, it would have lasted some 20 or 30 years. By the year 1850 


or 1860 the old log church house would have been rotted down. 
The new church upon the road known as Odom Church was aban- 
doned about 1848. Sherrod Sholar did not purchase the SE/4 of 
NE/4 of Section 14, T6N-R12W until August 20, 1859, which had 


_come down from State of Mississippi, July 20, 1855, which ac- 
_quired from State of Mississippi on September 28, 1850. The 


Shows Log Church with Cemetery was built about the year 1818 or 


1819 when the Shows first moved to Mississippi and was located 


about one-half (14) mile west of John Show’s residence on the old 


_Ellisville and Augusta road..:Pictures of gravestones in Shows- 


sholar Cemetery as follows:

EARLY CHURCH AT SHOLAR MOVED TO 
ODOM EARLY OR BEFORE YEAR 1848 

Sherrod Sholar acquired all this land or cemetery from Ichabod 
Shows in the year 1859. After the land was acquired by Sherrod 
Sholar on August 20, 1859 the old cemetery was afterwards known 
as the Sholar Cemetery. Others continued to be buried in this same 
cemetery including Richard Shows and wife, Matilda Shows. 

We know Odom Baptist Church was located upon the old 
Ellisville and Augusta road in 1848 when the church membership 
split two (2) ways, but we do not know how long it had been 
located there at that date. But in 1848 the church got divided on a 
disagreement as to whether the church would purchase an organ 


‘for the church and the church just took a vote on the matter and 


the vote was divided about half and half. Half of the church 
members went westward about 2.5 miles to the little town of 
Union where they organized the Fellowship Baptist Church, while 
the other half of the church membership apparently just moved 
northeast a distance of about a mile where they organized the 
Friendship Baptist Church. 


TOPIC 7 
THE ESTATE OF JOHN SHOWS WHO DIED (TESTATE) 
IN 1842 WITH MARY NANCY IN 1853 : 
According to the U.S. Census Records for the years 1820, 1830, 
and 1940, John Shows and wife, Mary Nancy, were both born 
about the year 1760. John Shows died leaving a will in about the 
year 1842. The Will and Probate Records at Ellisville were all 


destroyed by fire in 1881, however, the Deed Records at Ellisville 


were all preserved. 

The Deed Records at Ellisville, Jones County, Miss show an 
Executor’s Deed, by James Shows, as Executor of the Estate of 
John Shows, Deceased, dated January 19, 1843 conveying to Cor- 
nelius Shows, the land in Jones County to-wit: The NW/4 of Sec- 
tion 14, Township 6 N, R. 12 West, containing 160 acres, more or 
less, recorded in Deed Book B at page 53. The old Residence and 
Overshot Water Mill which was located on the said W/'4 of 
NW4% Section 13, Twp. 6N, R 12W. was not sold at auction by 
James Shows, Executor, until the year 1853. ; 

John Shows and his wife, Mary Nancy were both buried in this 


- early Shows Cemetery, before 1859 known as the Sholar Cemetery _ 
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after Sherrod Sholar acquired all this land from Ichabod Shows et 
ux (This I. Shows was the son of Cornelius Shows, son of John 
Shows and wife, Mary Nancy). This Shows or Sholar Cemetery is 
located about one-half (4%) mile west of the old Residence and 
Overshot Water Mill of John Shows. This cemetery is also located 
approximately one-half (2) quarter mile east of the old Adam 
Shows Water Fall, in the SE% of NE%, Sec. 14. 3 

It is thought that some of the slaves of John Shows, deceased, 
continued living on this 80 acre old homestead (W% of NW% of 
Sec. 13) where Mary Nancy, widow, continued living until her 
death about 1853. Perhaps some of the children or grand children 
of Mary Nancy lived in the house with her until her death. It would 
appear that after the death of Mary Nancy, her son, James, as Ex- 
ecutor of John Shows Estate sold this old Estate land to Marthay, 
Shows, wife of Cornelius Shows, on June 15, 1853, as shown by =. 
Deed Book B, at page 31 of the aforesaid Records at ae 
Miss., dated June 15, 1853. |

EARLY HISTORY OF MISSISSIPPI 
Jones County was established during the administration of 
Governor David Holmes on January 24, 1826. At the ninth session 
of the Legislature on January 24, 1826, Representative McAfee 
presented a petition from ‘“‘sundry inhabitants of ,Covington 
County, praying a division of the same.”’ 
On motion of McAfee the report was ‘‘received and agreed to © 
and Jones County was created out of Covington and Wayne. The 
law reads as follows: cee 
‘Sec. 1: Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the State of Mississippi, in General Assembly convened, that all 
that part of Covington County, lying east of the center of range ~ 
fourteen, and all that part of Wayne County lying west of range 
nine, shall constitute and form a new county to be known and 
called by the name of ‘‘Jones County.” ~~” © 
Sec. 2: And be it further enacted, that the aforesaid county, 
shall be annexed to and form a part of the fourth Judicial District, 
and the place of holding courts, for the courthouse of all said 
county, shall be at the house of John Moffit, until at which time 
, . the courts shall be in readiness, at which time the courts. shall be 
adjourned to said courthouse. 
Also, stated in the law were the names. of the Commissioners: | 
John Snow, John Moffit, Adam Shows, John C. Thomas, “and .

John McCormick. They were appointed to locate a permanent seat 
of justice which was to consist of not less than twenty and not 
more than eighty acres, which was to be located within three miles 
of the center of the county, and which was to be named Ellisville.

At the time of the organization of the county of Jones there was 
no large community in the territory. Several small communities 
had been established — Ellisville, Estabutchie, Hebron, Big 
Creek, and Good Hope, near Sandersville. The town which came 
to be called Old Ellisville was established in 1817 and is one of the 
oldest in the state. It was here that the newly created county 
located its county site. Mrs. L. W. Ruffin, a life time resident, 
stated in 1828 that, 

Ellisville was founded in 1817, Jones County being formed and 
admitted in 1826 with Ellisville as its county site. The courthouse 
was located about a mile east of the present courthouse was a ford 
which crossed Tallahala Creek. Two or three stores, the court- 
house, jail, and a few residences constituted penne of that 
day. or 

Since there are no government statistics for ‘i one County prior 
to_1830, it is impossible to give figures for these years. However, 
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the government statistics for 1830 give the population of Jones 
County as 1,471, of whom 162 were colored. 


Around 1841 the county officers failed to qualify because ‘‘the . 


offices paid almost nothing. The treasury was empty, as there were 
few people to pay taxes and no system of collecting the money.”’ 


For a time the county was without officers. Finally, ‘‘one man ~ 


became interested enough to ride on horseback to Jackson, the 
Capitol, and take the oath of office. He returned and administered 
it to the other officers elected. 

This was probably the reason for the two acts in the 1840’s to 

reorganize the county, one passed in 1843 said: 

“Sec. 1, Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Mississip- 

x Ph that the following persons be, and they are hereby 
“respectively appointed Commissioners to reorganize the 
county of Jones, to-wit: Aaron Wilborn, Arther 
Walters, Archibald McGill, David N. Carlisle, and John 
Easterling: and full power is hereby given to said Com- 
‘missioners or any two of them, at any time after the 
passage of this act to organize said County, in the most 
speedy manner according to the provisions of this act. 

Evidently this did not accomplish the desired governmental 

organization so a later law was passed in 1846. 
An act to better secure the organization of the counties of Jones, 
Jasper, Wayne, Clark and Covington. 

Sec. 1: Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Mississip- 
pi that the returning officer of all general elections, 
hereafter held in the counties of Jones, Wayne, Clark 
and Covington, of their respective be, and he is hereby 
authorized to administer the oath of office to all or any 
of the county officers of their respective counties, who 
are duly elected to any such general election. 

Sec. 2: And be it further enacted that it shall be the duty of said 
returning officer to attend the succeeding day after the 
election at the courthouse of said county, for the pur- 
pose of administerating the oath of office to any county 
office to any county officer that may then apply. 

Little i is known about the administration of government in Jones 

County between the years 1846 and 1865. Presumably it func- 
tioned normally, considering the rising pressures brought on by the 


Civil War. The government of the county was thrown into turmoil, 


during and after the ‘war by the organization of a band of 
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deserters. Under the leadership of Newt Knight, a group of con- 


federate soldiers from Jones and adjoining counties deserted the: 


confederate army and hid in the swamps. Letters to Governor 
Charles Clarke and John T. Pettus included elsewhere in this 
paper give the number of deserters as ‘‘from seventy-five to a hun- 
dred.” 

When at last the settlers had backed out of the wilderness a few 
primitive roads, the ox-cart came into popularity and Mobile 
became the regular marketplace. B. L. Moss said Prior to 1885 
Mobile was the regular marketplace, some 125 miles away. Trips 
to Mobile were made in ox wagons with loads of cotton or wool, 
and herds of cattle, hogs and flocks of sheep and even turkeys 
were driven to Mobile to market. These annual trips to Mobile 
were usually made in the fall after the crops were harvested. Such 
a marketing expedition was described by J. M. Knight, who said, 

We marketed our stuff in Mobile. It took sixteen days to make a 
good trip that was quick. If you didn’t get water bound you could 
go that quick. We went once a year. We carried cotton, beef, 
turkeys and lots of meat. Drove the turkeys down the road. They 
roosted on trees or we cut down poles for them. We wouldn’t go 
no further when it got dark. We had to carry food along for them. 
We wouldn’t get anything to eat along the road at all. It took four 
good steers to pull a load of cotton to Mobile. 

So it was that Jones County moved by slow stages into the horse 
and buggy era, on to the railroad, and then into the automobile 
age. 4 

_According to John K. Butterworth, until the advent of railroads 
Jones County remained one of the most sparsely settled and un- 
‘productive counties in the whole state. In his description, which 
follows, seems to agree with an earlier quotation from the Literary 


Digest regarding the poverty of the soil and the independence of } 


the people. 

The sandy land could not produce more than a bale per acre. 
The farmer had slight interest in the slave and cotton economy. He 
did not follow the economic pattern of the state. He was indepen- 
dent, self-sustaining. His livestock and food crops he raised for his 
own subsistence. Often he lived economically very much to 
himself. Doctors were not indispensable among a people who 
swam with clothes across streams on cold days and refused to 
come down with pneumonia. 

Before the coming of railroads transportation was largely con- 
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fined to travel on the Three Chopped Way and on Jackson’s 
Military Road. The first of these, the Three Chopped Way, is 
geographically described in a paper on early roads leading to and 
from the county. 

Coming into a new country often trails were followed by watch- 
ing the blazes on the trees. Many of these trails were later wid- 
ened into wagon roads. Usually these trails were rough and 
sometimes impassable. One of the most famous of these was the 
Three Chopped Way, so called because of the three hacks along 
the right-of-way. Over this trail many of the cali settlers came 
into Jones County. 

* The opening of this road was authorized by an act of Congress, 
November 14, 1805, shortly after the signing of the Treaty of 
Mount Dexter. It was a bridle path until 1812, at which time, it was 
opened into a wagon road. This old road is generally known in 
Jones County as Gray’s Trace. Gray was the surveyer of the road 
and used it as a point from which to survey all the land in this sec- 
tion. This road entered the county east of Erata in Ferguson Com- 
munity and came near the present Erata, crossed Tallahala Creek 
at Smith’s store. It crossed Talahoma Creek above Johnson’s 
water mill, in the Shady Grove Community.. From this point it 
crossed into Covington County near where Hot Coffee is now 
situated. If it had not been for this old road and its chain of forts 
along its way, there would have been no Jones County as we know 
it today. 

Church records are notoriously inaccurate and poorly kept. For 
this reason it is very difficult to piece together a composite picture 
that any way reflects the truth. It is believed that there was a log 
house church building at .the old Shows Cemetery site (known as 


Sholar Cemetery) now as early 1819, but no one can produce any | 


church minutes now. The old log church building would have been 
rotted down and gone now any way. 
The date of organization of the Indian “Springs Church is con- 


. firmed in the list of early churches in the Baptist files, and Big 


Creek Church is mentioned in the seventh session of the 
Chickasawhay Association (1882) as petitioning for membership. 
It seems safe to assume, then, that among the first Baptist 
Churches organized in Jones County are the Shows (or Sholar), 
Whitfield Line, Indian Springs, and Big Creek Churches. These 
were followed by Fellowship, 1848; Bethelem, 1870; Hickory 
Grove, 1876; Hebron, 1882; Ellisville, 1883; Sandersville, 1867; 


™ 
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Myrick, 1886; ‘First Church, Laurel, 1886; Pine Grove, 1890; 
Sharon, 1896; Summerland, 1898. 

According to Dr. J. L. Boyd, Custodian for the Kigeisceo Bap- 
tist Historical Society, the first associations were not organized ac- 
cording to counties. In the territory to which Jones belonged the 
First Association was the Red Creek Association, which was 
followed by the Tallahala. There are no records of these associa- 
tions in the Baptist files, but there are a few of them in the Ar- 
chives of History, Jackson. 

~The Chickasahay Baptist Association which covered a wide ter- 
ritory, was organized in Meridian in 1875. 

According to the minutes of the first meeting, printed i in Meri- 
dian, no churches were represented from the territory now known 
as Jones County. It was not until the Seventh Annual Session that ° 
churches from Jones County began to apply for prmbernD in G s 
association. 

Althouth the old log church house at the old Shows or Sholar 
Cemetery site is now worm-eaten and rotted down from about the 
year 1819, I, Walter Shows, have the faith to know that there has 
been a log church house at the site of the old Shows or Sholar 
Cemetery. There is no log church house of the Cemetery in Twiggs 
County, Ga., either but this is because it has rotted down and gone 
too. They evidently did not keep and preserve church minutes like 


the Stone Creek Church in Georgia left and preserved down to this 
day.

MARY NANCY SHOWS RILEY 
ca: IN MISSISSIPPI, 1816-1859, DESCENDANTS ~ 


Many family histories contain delightful stories handed down 
from generation to generation. While there has been embellish- 
ment, these stories should not be discounted entirely. They may 
contain clues for the family genealogist. 

Included in the Shows family folklore is a romantic tale concer- 
ning the fifth child and first daughter of John and Mary Nancy 
Shows. Daughter Mary — doubtless sometimes called ‘‘Polly’? — 
had met an attractive young man — Edward Miles Riley. After a 
courtship, they had planned to marry upon his return from what 
was then the Mississippi Territory, and now the State of Mississip- 
~ pi. It is said he started out but after some miles of travel decided he 
--simply could not be away jfrom his Mary for any length of time! 
“He retraced his steps to Twiggs County, Georgia where they were 
married on July 3, 1816. 

Little is known of Mary Shows’ early childhood. She was born 
in Georgia on Friday the 14th of September 1798. She joined the 
Stone Creek Baptist Church in 1812. 

_ Edward Miles Riley, the bridegroom, was born in South 


~ 


~ Carolina on Monday the 8th of August 1796, the son of Edward 


_Riley and Elizabeth Wood Riley. The elder Riley was reportedly 
born in Lancaster County, Pennsylvania. He was a Revolutionary 
“War soldier; and was buried in Mississippi. One source has it that 
Edward Riley lived to be 108 years of age. It is also said that there 
was in existance an old Flint rifle used by Riley in the War for In- 
dependence. Perhaps Edward Riley influenced his son Edward 
Miles Riley in matters pertaining to the miltitary, for the son 


became quite interested in military maneuvers. According to 
Franklin L. Riley, Mississippi historian and grandson of Edward 
- Miles Riley, he was ‘‘a commander under the old system of

military musters of which position he was given title of Captain 

. He was a skilled hunter, being an unerring marksman. He 
learned the art of successfully decoying deer on the ‘‘still hunt’? 
from the Indians with whom he hunted in Perry county. He had a 
decided talent for music and won something more than a local 
reputation as a teacher of this subject.’’ Captain Riley’s sword 
which he used in the Nississippt Militia is still in the possession of

Vivian Love Williams, writer of a genealogical column for the 
Magee Mississippi Courier, conducted an interview with Henry 
Riley of New Hebron and learned that: the land has been in the 
Riley family for over 144 years. The present house is built on the 
foundation of the original Riley home which was built by Edward 


Miles Riley. Henry Riley has the original land peat signed by An- - 


drew Jackson on February 2, 1837.”’ 
Near this property and on the way to New Febron is the old 


‘Riley Cemetery where many of the older Rileys are buried among 


them ‘Edward Miles Riley and wife Mary Shows Riley. Regret- 
tably, their graves are unmarked. Also buried there is a grand- 
daughter. of Edward Miles and Mary Shows Riley.— Elizabeth 


Samantha Thompson and her husband William Wesly Thompson.

‘Descendants of Edward Miles Riley and ‘Mary Shows Riley are 
found all over the South. They are teachers, ‘doctors, historians,

One of the most prominent of Mississippi 
historians was the late Franklin’L. Riley, son of Franklin L. Riley, 


Sr. and grandson of Edward Miles and Mary Shows Riley. He,

According to Dr. J. L. Boyd, Custodian for the Mississippi Bap- 
tist Historical Society, the first associations were not organized ac- 
cording to counties. In the territory to which Jones belonged the 
First Association was the Red Creek Association, which was 
followed by the Tallahala. There are no records of these associa- 
tions in the Baptist files, but there are a few of them in the Ar- 
chives of History, Jackson. 

The Chickasahay Baptist Association which covered a wide ter- 
ritory, was organized in Meridian in 1875. 

According to the minutes of the first meeting, printed in Meri- 

‘an, no churches were represented from the territory now known 
as Jones County. It was not until the Seventh Annual Session that 
churches from Jones County began to apply for membership in the 
association. : 

Althouth the old log church house at the old Shows or Sholar 
Cemetery site is now worm-eaten and rotted down from about the 
year 1819, I, Walter Shows, have the faith to know that there has 
been a log church house at the site of the old Shows or Sholar 
Cemetery. There is no log church house of the Cemetery in Twiggs 
County, Ga., either but this is because it has rotted down and gone 
too. They evidently did not keep and preserve church minutes like 
the Stone Creek Church in Georgia left and preserved down to this 
day.

T am writing to you for two reasons, the first is Are you 
going to be publishing a Cemetery Book on the Laurel City 
Cemetery of Jones County?
